Vegetables to Start Early Indoors 


Vegetables that can be started indoors or in the hotbed 
are: Artichokes, Broccoli, Brussels Sprouts, Cabbage, 
Cauliflower, Celery, Eggplant, Leek, Lettuce, Parsley, 
Onions and Tomatoes. February 15 to March 15 is time 
enough for most of these vegetables. The seed may be 
started in flower pots, using the new sterile medium, 
Vermiculite, rather than soil. Individual varieties should 
be kept separate in each pot. The pots require less space 
than flats and may be handled much more easily. To in- 
sure against damping off, mix Rootone Disinfectant with 
the seeds at time of planting.
